VALPARAISO, June 8.—Chanaral, 100 miles 
northef Caldera, was the scene on the 2th 
of Aprilof another battle, which resulted in 
the sinking of one merchant bark and the 
defeat of the entire Government flotilla at 
the hands of the insurgent cruiser Magal- 
janes. The Magallanes had put into Chan- 
aral, but had its steamup. In the bay were 
several merchant barks, some bound for 
Engiand, others for the United States and 
Germany. The Alene, Bertha F. and Alba- 
trosse were the head of the barks in the 
bay. Thetwo former were bound for En- 
gland and the last named for Germany. They 
hadacargo of nitrate. On the morning of 
the Ath as the crew of the Magallanes was 
about to go to breakfast a sail was discovered 
by the lookout coming into the bay from the 
northeast. Hardly had this vessel been 
sighted when another and another were 
discovered a little more towards the south. 
Glasses were soon brought to bear on them, 
and they were recugnized as the Government 
vessels Admiral Lynch, Condell and Sargeanto 
Aldea. As they were ata great distance the 
Captain coolly ordered his men to continue 
their breakfast. The men did so, but by the 
time the flotilla was within danger every man 
was at his post, and all hands were ready for 
the fray, which, from the odds against them, 
the insurgents expected would result in the 
enemy’s favor. The Captain gave a few 
warning instructions to the gunners, and 
told them that every shot must tell, and not 
to firé until they were sure of hitting some-

THE ROAD MAKES A CONTRACT TO USE 
THE OLD BRIDGE. 


Ats Desértion of the Merchants’ Terminal 


Said to Have Been Forced by the 
.. .datehison— The. Little Road 
Started Out to Make a Big Fight 

Weakens. ere 


The Jacksonville Southeastern road has 
taken its train service from the Mer- 
Bridge and given it to the 
Eads or Gould bridge, The change took 
effect Monday, June 1, and will remain in ef- 
fect at least stx months, as the Jacksonville 
Southeastern has sigeda contract with the 
St. Louis bridge people for that period. A 
couple of days before the contract went into 
effect, the Merchants’ Bridge Oo. 
received their first notification 
of the coatemplated change, the 
Jacksonville Southeastern, saying nothing to 
them of the move until then. The change is 
generally regarded as a very important one 
as the Jacksonville Southeastern was 
the only road whose train service was han- 
died by the Merchants“ bridge and it was 
generally understood that they were to bund 
terminals on this side of the river in tite 
yards of the Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal 
Co. Although the road signed a contract to 
construct yards there it is now generally 
believed that they will abandon the project 
and use the St. Louis bridge terminals. 

FORCED BY THE ATCHISON. 

It is alleged that the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe Co., which has 
been the power behind the Jackschvme 
Southeastern forced the change, and that 
the Atchison was forced to the move by 
Jay Gould threatening to parallei 
‘their lines in the West if the change was hot 
‘made and the business of both companies 
‘given to the St. Louis or Gould bridge. The 
Atchison, it was always thought, would 
nse the Mercliants’ Bridge, but they are not 
apt to do so now. While the Jack- 
sonville Southeastern contract with the 
Eads bridge is only for six months it 
is believed that it will be permanent. It de- 
prives the Merchants’ Bridge of the 
only road whose train service they 
had, and is regarded as a severe 
stroke at them. The officials of both bridges 
deny that the Jacksonville’s move was forced 
by the Atchison’s with Jay Gould as the forc- 
ing power back of them. 

WHAT MANAGER GAYS HAS TO SAY. 

General Manager Gays of the Merchants’ 
Bridge when seen concerning the 
charge remarked: a merely 
means to us the loss of the train service of 
the Jacksonville Southeastern. By the 
train service I mean the switching— 
that is the making up and 
breaking up ot trains. We formerly did that 
tor them in our oon yards at cost, so that 
we lose no money by it, but merely lose 
that much in our volume of business 
Ihave heard no explanation of Why t he 
change was made but do not think the 
Atehison road and Jay Gould forced it. 
I suppose that they were offered 
better service owing to the idle tracks and 
large freight warehouse the other bridge 
company has on the east side. The switch- 
ing we did for them was all on 
that side ofthe river. The change does not 
affect our business with the 
Jacksonville over our bridge. They have 
always sentthe passenger trains the other 
way and we merely hauled and switched 
their freight. We have never done all their 
freight business over the bridge. I 

the old bridge did fully 

40 per cent of it and the 
ferry company did probably 2% per cent, 
while we did not get more than 30 or 35 per 
cent of it. We are still getting as 
much of - their freight as ever 
over our bridge. The change merely 
places the Jacksonville in the same position 
with us that all other roads occupy. We will 
handle all the freight offered us for our 
bridge by any line. 

**Will not the Jacksonville be apt to aban- 
don their project to build a yard on this side 
on property owned by your company?’’ 

They have contracted to take two city 
blocks and build yards there, and I suppose 
they can be forced to take the property, 
though I do not know that 
such is the case, as I have no knowledge of 
how strong the contract is or its ex- 
act nature, that being a real estate 
and not a railroad deal, while 
I only look after the railroad feature of the 
bridge. If they purchase two city blocks they 
can scarcely afford to let the property lie 
idle. The change may have been made be- 
cause we were altering their freight house, 
and it may be only temporary.’’ 

A GOULD OFFICIAL. 

A gentleman connected with the Gould 
interests here remarked: We 
are now handling the Jackson - 
ville Southeastern business here and 
will continue to do so for six months at least! 
and, I think, much longer. In fact, fact we 
expect to keep their business. We 
have secured their train service, and 
when a road shifts its train service its other 
business usually goes with it, you 
know. As soonas they can notify all con- 
necting roads I think you will find that 
we will handle pretty nearly 
all their freight, the Merchants, 
Bridge receiving only what shippers will oc- 
casionally direct that way. The Mer- 
chants’ Bridge will lose ten or twelve 
cars a day by the change, and it 
‘isa hard blow to them. It is not true that 
Mr. Gould compelled the Atchison to force 
the Jacksonville to this step. It was merely

THE COUNCIL IGNORES THEIR CONDITION 
AND PROMISES NO RELIEF. 


Delegate O’Brien Devises a Philanthropic 
Scheme to Assist Them in the Winter, 
but They Are Hungry: Now—The 
Police Bill Removed. 


No effort was made last night to secure a 
report on the appropriation bill, though the 
Council Knew that the delay meant the con- 
tinued suffering of hundreds of poor people 
who have no other means of support than 
the wages they earn from work on the 
streets.

Delegate Wm. H. O’Brien has an ordinance 


which he thinks of introducing at the meet- 
ing of the House on Friday.

The substance of it is that the Street Commis- 
sioner shall keep constantly employed from 
Nov. 1% to April 16, at the rate of 61.80 
per day, one hundred laborers over 80 years 
of age. Each and every man so employed 
must, however, bea citizen of the United 
States and a registered voter in this city. 

Mr. O’Brien said: ‘‘I think that by this 
means we can keep employed several 
hundred men during the winter and save 
them from starving. It willcertainly give 
them a chance to makea few dollars and do 
the city a great deal of good.

GALENA, II., June 3.—High on an eminence 
in the city that he ofite claimed as his home, 
almost casting its Shadows in the setting sun 
over the old house that sheltered his family 
during the period he was at the front fighting 
or directing the battles for the preservation 
of his country and the continuation of the 
Union, a magnificent monument to the mem- 
ory of ‘Phe old Commander was formally 
unveiled to-day with impressive 
services. An immense throng—the 
number was variously estimated 
at from 25,000 to 30,000 people—participated in 
the function. Business was entirely sus- 
pended. In Dubuque the public schools were 
closed, and the people came en masse to 
Galena. Freeport and other contiguous 
cities were in similar accord. The pretty 
little city of Galena was literally swathed in 
— ay 2 Shortly after 12 o’clock two special 
trains Oniea go brought in a large num- 
ber of distinguished guests. Among them 
were Hon. Chauncey M. Depew of New York, 
the orator of the day; ex-Gov. and Mrs. 
Hoard of Wisconsin, Gen. and Mrs. Nelson 
A. Miles, Jadge and Mrs. Walter Q. 
Gresham, John Gellert, the sculptor of the 
monument; James W. Scott of the Chicago 
Herald, to whose sug@estion and energy 1s 
mainly due the existence of Grant Park, the 
beautiful breathing spot within which the 
monument is located, and Mrs. Scott; H. H. 
Kohisaat, the donor of the monument; Sena- 
tor Oullomi, Senator Allison, Congressman 
Henderson of Iowa, Judge Blodgett and more 
than 200 others. With the Chicago del- 
egation came the Fifteenth Regiment Band 
from Fort Sheridan, and there were in the 
city fifteen other musical organiza- 
tions from various points of Illinois and Wis 
consin. The distinguished visitors were met 
at the depot by an immense crowd and 
heartily greeted. Soon afterward the parade 
moved from the De Soto Houke corner, over 
3,000 Grand Army veterans, the visiting mill- 
tary, the civic organizations and a long 
array of citizens participating. On reaching 
the park the throng gathered itself around 
the monument and the orator and other dis- 
tinguished guests took their places upon the 
platform. The Star Spangled Banner“ 
was rendered by the Fifteenth Regiment 
Band, and a fervent invocation was 
pronounced by Rev. W. D. Atchison, chap- 
lain of the day. The bands then struck up 
Hall to the Chief, and amidst a scene of 
enthusiasm little Miss Pauline Kohisaat, 
daughter of the donor, gave atug at the 
silken cord and the monument stood revealed 
in all its beauty.

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Joseph Heisler Tells How He Killed | 


Hans Jordan. 


HB CLAIMS THE KILLING WAS DONE I” 
SELF-DEFENSE. 


He Did Not Know He iad Dangerously 
Wounded the Man, and the News of 
Jordan's Death so Wortied Him That 
He Became Temporarily Insane— 
General Police News. 


Joseph Helsie# has contesesa to the murder 
of Hanson Jordan. This morning he had so 
far rocovered mentally as to be able to give a 
detalled account of tlie killing. He claims 
self-defense, and insists that his own life was 
in immediate danger. A warruant charging 
hit with murder in the first degree has been 
sworn out. 

The killing occurred at an early hour Suh- 
day morning. Jordan, a young colored man, 
had words with a then unknown white man 
in a yard in the vicinity of Tenth and La- 
beaume streets. Suddenly the stranger fan 
down Lebeaume street while Jordan dashed 
into the house Of a colored woman living 
near by. Snatching up a child’s garment 
from thé floor he pressed it to his neck and 
disappeared in the darkness, After going 
about 500 feet he fell in the 
arms of a young companion named Bud 
Pope. In two minutes he was dead.

HE SAVED THE BOY. 


A KEEPER'S BATTLE WITH A MEXICAN | 


LIONESS AT ATLANTA, GA. 


A Little Nephew of John H. Inman Seized 
by the Enraged Animal and Severely 
Bitten—The Lad’s Courage—A Thrilling 
Scene. 


ATLANTA, Ga., June 3.—Supt. John L. Mos 
teller, at Grant Park, had a terrible battle 
with Mollie, the Mexican lioness, Monday. 
He was fighting for the life of Inman Bell, the 
8-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. T. H. Bell and 
a nephew of John H. Inman of New York. 
Both the little fellow and the superintendent 
were injured seriously. But for the coolness 
of Mosteller the boy would have been horri- 
bly mangled by the sharp claws of the beast. 
As it was, the little fellow was badly 
scratched and bitten. Mr. Mosteller had his 
right hand severely lacerated. The fight for 
life was witpessed by several people, among 
them the mother of the injured boy, 
and while the battle was quietly 
and quickly fought, the most in- 
tense excitement was created among the 
spectators. Mollie, the lioness, is un- 
usually quiet, this being the first time she has 
ever shown such a bad disposition. Her at- 
tack was entirely unlooked for. It seems 
that Mrs. Bell, accompanied by Inman, was 
standing at the railing near the animal’s 
cage, when Mr. Mosteller came by on the 
inside of the railing. Mrs. Bell asked if the 
baby lions could be seen, stating that her 
boy was nearly crazy to see them. The 
superintendent said that he could not show 
them now and started to passon. In speak- 
ing of it afterwards, he said the little fellow 
was so nice that he determined to give him a 
peep through the cracks. Picking him up, 
he walked to the cage and let him look 
through. The little fellow was all delight at 
getting a glimpse at the baby lions and Mr. 
Mosteller started to move around to the other 
Side to give him a better view. Being inside 
the railing he had to pass within two or three 
feet of Mollie’s cage, which was next to the 
one containing the cubs. Suddenly the lioness 
reached out a paw and made a strike at the 
boy. The blow fell short but caught in his 
clothing. At the same time she attempted to 
draw him to her, and then for the first time 
Mr. Mosteller saw the danger. 

IN THE LIONESS’ MOUTH. 

Before he could move the little fellow had 
been pulled up to the enraged beast, and 
with a slap she seized one of his hands in her 
mouth. With one foot she braced herself and 
with the other she was just about to make a 
blow direct in the child’s face. Mr. 
Mosteller still held the child and was 
trying with all his might to get him from the 
graspofthe animal. He threw one hand 
against the cage. This act probably saved 
the child’s life. The attention of Mollie was 
diverted and she savagely clawed the man’s 
hands. All this occurred in a few seconds 
and the horrified spectators had not had time 
to helpin the battle. The mother was well 
nigh crazed by the sight of her son in the 
clutches of the beast. The boy’s hand was 
between the animal’s teeth and his face was 
within an inch or two of the half-open mouth 
when Mollie turned to strike Mosteller. The 
spectators then rushed tothecage and with 
walking sticks, umbrellas and rocks beat on 
the sides and head of the lioness. With a 
growl she released her hold ofthe child and 
turned to meet her new enemies. The almost 


arms and rushed toher carriage. The boy 
was bleeding from his neck, side and arm, 
and his injuries appeared fatal, or at least 
quite serious. 

THE BATTLE WON. 

‘The battle was won, but would the boy live? 
The excitement of the crowd ‘was greater 
thanever as the carriage@ashed off with 
mother and son to the office of Dr. Westmore- 
land, Here the wounds were examined and 
it was found that the boy was not fatally 
hurt. The wounds were quickly dressed and 
the little fellow was carried home. Soon af- 
terwards Mr: Mosteller went to the same or- 
fice and had his hand dressed. In speaking 
of the matter he said: 

‘*You don’t know how relieved Ifelt. I had 
no idea of the extent of the boy’s injuries and 
all the way to town I was wondering if he was 
dead. He was in my charge and I would glad - 
ly have taken every scratch he received. The 
ilttle fellow was as brave as possible and never 
uttered a cry, even when his face was within 
four inches of the lion’s teeth. I tell you it 
was a scarey time. 

The cause of Mollie's rage seems to have 
been the removal ot the lion from her cage 
yesterday morning. Then too, of course, the 
presence of young children always infuriates 
members of the cat family. It was learned 
afterward that Mollie had grabbed the hand 
of the negro who was feeding her just a few 
minutes before.
